Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the Laauwe reference in regard to amended claim 
language filed November 8, 2007. Applicant maintained that any modification to Laauwe adding an oblique non-radial 
channel in the lateral wall of the sleeve of Laauwe would destroy te fluid-tight requirement of the structure. Applicant 
proposed providing an amendment adding language that the oblique non-radial channel is void of any structure for all 
positions of the obturator between the closed position and open position of the spray orifice. This addressed the 
argument presented by the examiner in the Final Rejection and Advisory action. Examiner indicated that such 
language may place application in condition for allowance, however, further review and consideration would be 
warranted.
